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One truck carried missiles of about 150 mm caliber, 6: fTebt long, 
with stabilizing fins. 


2, An AA battery of about 68 mm caliber and several light A‘. guns 


of 20 to 30 mm caliber were vbserved in the forier “Opel” area, 
PRANDENBURG, between 8 and 15 September 1949.
